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DeGauJJc l akes His Stand 


The French hav* several nicknames for 
President De Gaulle, but they all signify the 
same thing — his high opinion of himself 
as a strong leader. 
He is fond of saying that power never re­ 
treats. Charles De Gaulle never retreats, 
therefore he is power. In his latest asser­ 
tion of power over French affairs, he has 
made it plain again that he considers settle­ 
ment of the Algenan question his primary 
responsibility. 
He has not retreated an inch from his po­ 
sition that the job must be carried out by 
relentless use of his power to control Alger­ 
ian rebels until it is passible to settle the 
Algenan question with a plebiscite. And at 
long last time seems lo be coming to De- 
Gaulle’s resale. 
Time has given geologists a chance to 
learn more about the oil, gas and minerals 
in the Sahara Desert. 
Time has given exploiters of natural re­ 
sources a chance to apply knowledge of 
transportation 
and communication to the 
problems of desert travel. 
Given a little more time, the Sahara might 
begin to get the fresh water it must have 
to make even its fringes habitable. These 
are things of great importance to the French 
soldier - general who has dedicated what 
is left of his life to settling the raging dis­ 
pute over Algeria 
He is able now to paint a prospect of 


vast new wealth to be enjoyed if quarreling 
factions will setde their differences. He is 
able to play off one group against another 
and thereby to dimmish the influence of 
both. He can offer all parties concerned in 
Africa the potentialities of more and more 
and more, instead of limiting them to the 
drab prospect of dividing less and less and 
less. 


There is doubt among both De Gaulle a 


friends and enemies that he can outlast his 


problems. The man himself is above parti­ 


san politics, but partisan politicians are get­ 


ting bolder in their pecking and nibbling, 
figuring that whoever is boldest may seem 
to have the greatest stature when De Gaulle 
is no more and small men once more can 
pretend to be large. 
Whether France’s benevolent despot should 
be judged right or wrong according to ob­ 
jective analysis never has been of concern 
to him or his followers. Charles De Gaulle 
judges things to be right or wrong accord­ 
ing to his personal analysis and takes his 
stand. Thereafter, he cannot be moved. In­ 
stead of pursuing a vagrant popular opinion 
and trying to get ahead of it. he makes 
himself a fized point and invites opinion to 
rally around him 
It is not easy, and it is not popular. But 
it is admirable, 
and it has revived th' 
strength of France. 


lf Hainmarskjold Had Lived 


Dag Hammarskjold’s tragic death brought 
to finality the raging issue he was deeply 
involved in when he died. 
Should the secretary general of the Unit­ 
ed Nations think of himself as the executive 
director of an international agency pledged 
to keep the peace? 
Or should a secretary-general think of 
himself as the moderator of an international 
debating society that strives to avert war 
by persuasion and is helpless if persuasion 
fails? 
Hammarakjold thought of himself as an 
executive director. 
He believed it was his job to take action 
to keep the peace; that was what he had 
been doing in the Congo. 
He had done this first when he took steps 
to oust the Russians who tried to muscle into 
the Congo when it was thrown on its own aft­ 
er its release from Belgium. The Soviet Un­ 
ion thereupon marked him for rum. exaat- 
ly as it previously had marked Trygve Lie 
for ruin when he took steps to block Russian 
seizure of all of Korea. 
The Soviet Union, dominated by a political 
movement that always has relied heavily on 
dialectics, wants the United Nations to be a 
debating society, nothing more 


THE HARD FACT is that all the other 
major powers in the United Nations also 
want it to be a debating society insofar as 
action against them is concerned, though 
they’ w ant it to keep the peace with military 
action 
if 
necessary 
insofar 
as 
action 
against others is concerned 
Nations with the power to act unilaterally 


do not want to surrender their power or 
tolerate interference with their power. 
The Soviet Union does not want a secre­ 
tary-general 
of the United 
Nations who 
might thwart its aims. but neither does the 
United States want a secretary-general who 
might thwart its aims. 
Nor do Britain and France want to be 
thwarted, as they were five years ago this 
month when the United Nations demanded 
a cease-fire in Egypt. Israel complied imme­ 
diately. Britain and France continued their 
attack for another week before complying, 
and many Britons and Frenchmen still feel 
that their governments should have refused 
to recognize U.S. authority. 


TF II AMM \RSKJOLD had lived, he would 
be in the thick of this issue, He had joined 
it squarely in the Congo, where he was using 
U N. military force to subdue an uprising 
in Katanga Province — not because he de­ 
nied the right of that province to engage in 
civil war but because he believed the pres­ 
ence of outsiders in the Katanga military 
force constituted interference, in the Congo. 
The fight in the United Nations is not over 
Hammarskjold’s successor. It is over the 
job a successor will succeed to — whether 
it will be that of moderator for an interna­ 
tional debating society or of executive direc­ 
tor of an international agency. 
For all present purposes, the issue died 
with Hammarskjold. because it was essen­ 
tially his own issue. His successor will be in 
no position to agitate it. That may very 


W'ell be the first requirement of his succes­ 
sion—that he won’t agitate anything

It’s no accident that foreigners are taken 
to baseball games when being made ac­ 
quainted with the United States. They may 
not understand baseball any better than an

but 
what 
they fail to understand may shed as much 
light on America as what they do under­ 
stand 
By the time the World Series has passed 
into the record books, the leaves will be 
falling off the trees, but another season will 
be under way long before they reappear

cancer 
cures (and that’s a low estimate*; 
and about HOO million to $150 mil­ 
lion is lost in stock frauds. 
Throw in about $25 million in 
overcharges for spurious insur­ 
ance. Then add in all the shoddy 
merchandise and phony services, 
the figures come to well over $1 
billion a year out of the pockets 
of men and women who work for 
their wages and salaries.” 
Perils was just warming up “A 
major area.” he said, “ in which 
the public takes it on the chin is 
interest payments. Many people 
who think they're paving 6 per 
cent interest are shocked to find 
it is really 12 to 14 per cent.

He later 
issued a statement denying that 
he had said anything which could 
lead to the belief that America's 
position on Berlin was weakening 
Then there was a statement in 
the press over the weekend by

PITTING IT all together, t h e 
Communists 
may 
well wonder 
whether these friends of the Pres­ 
ident and fellow members of his 
party are giving hints as to future 
policy. 
Anyone who 
knows 
anything 
about diplomatic negotiation is 
aware that ifs hard to negotiate 
if your adversary knows from the 
start that eventually you will give 
in anyway. All such comments 
naturally become news and are 
widely printed. 
But one wonders whether these 
various spokesmen realize that, 
unlike the 
Republicans — who 
have a natural right to criticize 
and attack, and whose views are 
discounted 
abroad — they, 
as 
members of the President’s own 
party, can by their utterances be 
construed to reflect the adminis­ 
tration’s real purposes despite its 
strong phrases. 
One wonders also how much 
easier would be the task of the 
secretary of state. Dean Rusk, if 
he didn’t have so many kibitzers 
formulating foreign policy for him 
in the press and over the world­ 
wide radio waves.

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Hodges Wishes Some Areas 
Would Pull Out Of Aid Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Secretary 
of Commerce Luther H. Hodges 
said Tuesday he wished a lot of 
officially 
designated 
depressed 
areas would pull out of the federal 
aid program and conduct their 
own economic development proj­ 
ects. 
Hodges, who argued strongly 
for federal aid to hard hit sec­ 
tions earner in the year, was sur­ 
prisingly vehement in telling a 
news conference that the program 
has its shortcomings. His remarks 
were the more surprising because 
his department designates 
the 
areas and administers the pro­ 
gram. 
“I think psychologically it's bad 
to be called a depressed area,” 
Hodges said. 
The secretary said that if he 
were chairman of a county com­ 
mission he would urge withdrawal 
from the federal program and 
recommend that the local people 
do the job on their own. 
He said the country would be 
better off if a lot of the designated 
areas took this attitude. 
Asked if an area would be au­ 
thorized to pull out of the pro­ 
gram Hodges said. “I think they 
could pull out. I wish a lot of them 
would pun out.” 
Some designated counties have 
objected to their classification as 
economically 
lagging 
areas. 
Hodges said these mainly have 


(been rural counties placed on the 
list because of low farm income. 
The 
Commerce 
Department’s 
.Area Redevelopment Administra­ 
tion channels loans and grants to 
depressed 
sections. 
Only 
two 
transactions have been approved 
to date, one to Gassville, Ark., 
and the other to Cambridge, Md. 
These communities received a 
total of $373,300 in loans and 
grants.

Basically, under the program 
participants who divert 1962 wheat ( 
acreage to conservation uses willl 
receive payments and producers 
who comply with acreage allot­ 
ments will be eligible for price 
support at a national average 
price of 12 per bushel. 
Co-operators will be able to 
market their production without 
marketing quota penalty. L. E 
I,ora, Columbiana County Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Service office manager, said 
The 1962 allotment sent to wheat 
producers by the county ASC of 
fice reflects a IO per cent diver­ 
sion in wheat acreage for which 
payments will be made to offset 
income loss during the period of 
adjusting production to n e e d s 
Co-operators may divert addition­ 
al wheat acreage and receive larg 
er payments. 
The program provides that full 
history credit be given producers 
on all acreage they divert so that 
producers will not get smaller al­ 
lotments in the future. A similar 
provision now applies to w h e a t 
acreage history on farms retired 
under the conservation reserve 
program. 
USHA officials further pointed 
out that in 1962, as in the past, 
producers who do not comply with

farm, hut when used every day 
face fly counts were low as op­ 
posed to untreated cows. The sir­ 
up made a noticeable difference 
rn grazing behavior. 
Alfalfa weevil — Heptachlor has 
been newly registered for alfalfa 
weevil control at the rate of one 
pound actual insecticide per acre 
as a fall treatm ent, either as 
2Vi or 5 per cent granules, or as 
a spray (2 quarts 23 4 per cent 
Heptachlor in 20-25 gallons of w a­ 
ter or I Vs quarts or 31 4 per cent 
Heptachlor). 
Treatm ents will he applied on 
a dem onstrational field in South­ 
eastern Ohio this fall, since we 
fully expect serious economic los­ 
ses to occur on first - growth alf­ 
alfa in that part of the state in 
1962.

( ’lover m ils — Clover mites 
became active in cold weather 
and swarm to roughened surfaces 
to lay eggs and accidentally en­ 
ter houses in the process. 


Control involves a combination 
of mite killer plus an 18 inch 
hand of hare soil a r o u n d the 
house. The bare ground reduces 
the num bers by about two thirds, 
hut Malathion, Kelthane, Aram ite 
or Chlorobenrilate can be redust­ 
ed on the ground around the house 
for b e t t e r control. Foundations 
can be sprayed, but there is the 
possibility of unsightly residues on 
dark paint or brick. 


Boxelder hugs — Boxelder bugs 
are one half-inch long with con­ 
spicuous red m arks on the back. 
They will sw arm on tree trunks 
or the sides of a house before 
attem pting to find a place to ov­ 
erwinter. They are harm less hut 
a nuisance. They are best con­ 
trolled when bunched together by 
using Chlordane or Dieldrmg at 
2 to 4 times the dosage recom ­ 
mended for other insects. 


Brown dog tick — We get oc­ 
casional calls from people who 
own dogs and whose homes are 
infested with ticks. This is the 
brown dog tick. It seldom bites 
people. It is necessary to use a 
residual spray, such as 5 per cent 
DDT, 2 per cent Chlordane or I 
per cent Lindane, making spot 
applications to the dog’s sleeping 
quarters, baseboards, around door 
and window moldings, behind pic­ 
tures, under furniture, around the 
edges of nigs and in all cracks 


It may he necessary to take 
down and wash curtains or drap­ 
eries 
At the sam e time. de-tick 
the dog with 4 per cent M ala­ 
thion, or 1 per cent Lindane Do 
not use oil-based spray on dogs, 
although wettable powder spray 
is all light.

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DeGaullc Takes His Stand 


The French have several nicknames for 
President De Gaulle, but they all signify the 
same thing — his high opinion of himself 
as a strong leader, 
He is fond of saying that power never re­ 
treats. Charles De Gaulle never retreats, 
therefore he is power. In his latest asser­ 
tion of power over French affairs, he has 
made it plain again that he considers settle­ 
ment of the Algerian question his primary 
responsibility. 
He has not retreated an inch from his po­ 
sition that the job must be carried out by 
relentless use of his power to control Alger­ 
ian rebels until it is passible to settle the 
Algerian question with a plemscite. And at 
long last time seems to be coming to De- 
Gaulle’s rescue. 
Time has given geologists a chance to 
learn more about the oil, gas and minerals 
in the Sahara Desert. 
Time has given exploiters of natural re­ 
sources a chance to apply knowledge of 
transportation and communication to the 
problems of desert travel 
Given a little more time, the Sahara might 
begin to get the fresh water it must have 
to make even its fringes habitable. These 
are things of great importance to the French 
soldier - general who has dedicated what 
is left of his life to settling the raging dis­ 
pute over Algeria 
He is able now to paint a prospect of 


vast new wealth to lie enjoyed if quarreling 
factions will settle their differences. He is 
able to play off one group against another 
and thereby to dimmish the influence of 
both. He can offer all parties concerned in 
Africa the potentialities of more and mnr® 
and more, instead of limiting them to the 
drab prospect of dividing less and less and 
less. 
There is doubt among both De Gaulle s 


friends and enemies that he can outlast his 


problems. The man himself is above parti­ 


san politics, but partisan politicians are get­ 


ting bolder in their pecking and nibbling, 
figuring that whoever is boldest may seem 
to have the greatest stature when De Gaulle 
is no more and small men once more can 
pretend to be large. 
Whether France's benevolent despot should 
be judged right or wrong according to ob­ 
jective analysis never has I icon of concern 
to him or his followers Charles De Gaulle 
judges things to be right or wrong accord­ 
ing to his persona! analysis and takes his 
stand. Thereafter, he cannot he moved In­ 
stead of pursuing a vagrant popular opinion 
and trying to get ahead of it, he makes 
himself a fized point and invites opinion to 
rally around him 
It is not easy, and it is not popular. But 
it is admirabie. and it has revived th ' 
strength of France. 


If Haminarskjold Had Lived 


Dag Hammarskjold’s tragic death brought 
to finality the ragmg issue he was deeply 
involved in when he died. 
Should the secretary genera! of the Unit­ 
ed Nations think of himself as the executive 
director of an international agency pledged 
to keep the peace? 
Or should a secretary-general think of 
himself as the moderator of an international 
debating society that strives to avert war 
by persuasion and is helpless if persuasion 
fails? 
Hammarskjoki thought of himself as an 
executive director. 
He believed it was his job to take adion 
to keep the peace; that was what he had 
been doing in the Congo. 
He had done this first when he took steps 
to oust the Russians who tried to muscle into 
the Congo when it was thrown on its own aft­ 
er its release from Belgium. The Soviet Un­ 
ion thereupon marked him for nun. exact­ 
ly as it previously had marked Trygve Lie 
for ruin when he took steps to block Russian 
seizure of all of Korea 
The Soviet Union, dominated by a political 
movement that always has relied heavily on 
dialectics, wants the United Nations to he a 
debating society, nothing more 


THE HARD FACT is that all the other 
major powers in the United Nations also 
want it to be a debating society insofar as 
action against them is concerned, though 
they want it to keep the peace with military 
action 
if 
necessary 
insofar 
as 
adion 
against others is concerned. 
Nations with the power to act unilaterally 


do not want to surrender their power or 
tolerate interference with their power. 
The Soviet Union does not want a secre­ 
tary-general of the United Nations who 
might thwart its aims, but neither does the 
United States want a secretary-general who 
might thwart its aims. 
N or do Britain and France want to he 
thwarted, as they were five vcars ago this 
month when the United Nations demanded 
a cease-fire in Egypt Israel complied imme­ 
diately. Britain and France continued their 
attack for another week before complying, 
and many Britons and Frenchmen still feel 
that their governments should have refused 
to recognize U.S. authority. 


TF H AMMARSKJOLD had lived he would 
be in the thick of this issue He had joined 
it squarely in the Congo, where he was using 
IIN . military force to subdue an uprising 
in Katanga Province — not because he de­ 
nied the right of that province to engage in 
civil war but because he believed the pres­ 
ence of outsiders rn the Katanga military 
force constituted interference, in the Congo. 
The fight in the United Nations is not over 
Hammarskjold’s successor. It is over the 
job a successor will succeed to — whether 
it will be that of moderator for an interna­ 
tional debating society or of executive direc­ 
tor of an international agency. 
For all present purposes, the issue died 
with Hammarskjold. because it was essen­ 
tially his own issue. His successor will be in 
no position to agitate it. That may very 
well be the first requirement of his succes­ 
sion—that he won t agitate anything 


A Long Time Since Spring 


This is the year the Yankees play the 
Reds for the big prize It is not, for the Reds, 
a thing that happens often enough to make 
it commonplace. For the Yankees, of course, 
it’s old stuff. 
We wonder about professional ballplayers 
when we are thinking about professional 
baseball. Do some players get to be like 
stage actors, who grow hardened to the 
roles they play in a long-running hit and 
forget that to the spectator every perform­ 
ance is a miracle? 
Americans never tire of baseball Each 
game is a separate experience in pleasure. 
Each “ crucial” game is a high-water mark. 
Baseball players are an athletic breed apart. 
They have no counterparts in professional 
athletics. 
It’s no accident that foreigners are taken 
to baseball games when being made ac­ 
quainted with the United States. They may 
not understand baseball any better than an 
American 
understands cricket, but what 
they fail to understand may shed as much 
light on America as what they do under­ 
stand. 
By the time the World Series has passed 
into the record books, the leaves will be 
falling off the trees, but another season will 
be under way long before they reappear. 


The Once Over

from expert rn firefighting. Fire Commis­ 
sioner Ed Cavanagh directed the dismantl­ 
ing of Tammany Madison Ave. de luxe suite 
and opening of modest tepee in East 48th 
St. 
He made sure the fire under former bosses 
wasn't put out. Cavanagh, familiar to TV 
fans for snappy interviews at Cathern blazes, 
may yet accuse Tiger of violating rules mi 
exits, fire escapes, locked doors and exces­ 
sive rubbish, if not arson. 
It’s easy to imagine fire chief’s routine in 
switch from old to new Tammany quarters: 
Fireman notifies Cavanagh that Carmine 
DeSapio is trapped in smoke on top floor 
and is about to jump.

the public takes it on the chin is 
interest payments. Many people 
who think they’re paying 6 per 
cent interest are shocked to find 
it is really 12 to 14 per cent. 
For example, we have run into 
vacuum cleaners marked for sale 
at $59. or $2 per week a year. 
This adds up to $104 The cus­ 
tomer is paying $55 for these 
‘easy payments.’ 
“In some cases, interest on this 
type of crooked sales, which hurts 
the legitimate retailers, runs as 
high as 50 per cent. 
“Point out, will you. that these 
unethical merchants, who h u r t 
the legitimate retailers, do not 
sell merchandise — but debts. In 
some cases the profit on the debt 
is higher than on the sale of 
merchandise ’ 


I RAN INTO a lot of charity 
appeals during this trek. I found 
legitimate charities which are not 
doing much probing of all the 
men to whom they are throw­ 
ing testimonial dinners — and 
which someday will be embar­ 
rassed. But these are not the ones 
about which I queried Mr. Peris. 
I asked about the chanty rackets. 
“We estimated.” he said, “that 
the people of I-os Angeles waste 
$25 million each year on phony 
‘causes.’ 
“On the other coast, Hie people 
of New York City probably give 
some $40 million to these fakes. 
We have found that in some cases 
about 80 per cent to 90 per cent

of the money raised for good 
causes, goes into the pockets of 
unscmpulous money raisers.” 
Peris then added that no one 
force ran fully police and edu­ 
cate at the same time in this

Gen 
Lucius D. Clay has a 
number of tricks up his sleeve to 
eonvince the Russians that the 
American presence is in Berlin 
and int Mids to stay there. 
These will become evident with 
time. Some, such as his trip by 
helicopter last week to the tiny 
Ameriean-zone enclave of Steins- 
tueckcn near Berlin in Communist 
territory, are m i n o r in them­ 
selves. Others will have more 
significance. 
Since Gen 
G ay returned 
to 
Berlin 
as President 
Kennedy’s 
personal representative, his occu­ 
pation has been to catch up on 
the situation. 
He spends long hours pouring 
over the voluminous files at Amer­ 
ican M i s s i o n Headquarters on 
Clay Allee, the street named for 
him in honor of his steadfastness 
during the 1948-49 Berlin block­ 
ade, when he was the American 
Military Commander in Germany. 
He meets daily with 
the top 
American diplomatic and military 
leaders in Berlin. 
He drives about town — on both 
sides of the concrete and barbed 
wire wall which divides it — in a 
big black 
limousine 
with 
the 
American flag proudly flapping 
from the right front fender. He 
is out to see for himself, hut 
also to he seen. 


D IT OK THIS process, a com- 
buiation of homework and show­ 
manship is evolving a program 
which, hopefully, will rebuild the 
somewhat bedraggled morale of 
the tough citizens of this island 
of democracy in 
a 
Communist 
sea. Whether it succeeds or not 
will depend ultimately upon two 
things: 
1. The amount of support Presi­ 
dent Kennedy gives to the man

But he has a prob­ 
lem with the diplomatic and mili­ 
tary chieftains here who are woe­ 
fully uneasy because of his pres­ 
ence.

Minn., in London on a five-week 
fact-finding tour of Europe which 
will take him behind the Iron Cur­ 
iam, told reporters questioning 
him about the Fulbright state­ 
ment, that “our passion has not 
changed a hit.*’ He himself, how­ 
ever, only a day earlier rn nome 
had 
indicated 
that 
the United 
States might “negotiate” recogni­ 
tion of the temporary’ wartime 
boundry 
between 
Poland 
a n d 
East Germany as a permanent 
one. 
Though he stressed that he does 
not speak for the secretary of 
state, the fact that Mr. Humphrey 
is assistant floor leader of the 
President's party in the Senate 
and chairman of the Senate dis­ 
armament 
subcommittee 
lends 
weight to his words and gives the 
“ neutralist” world encouragement 
in their .support of Moscow's posi­ 
tion 
3. Sen. Mike Mansfield, Mont, 
floor leader of the Democratic 
party, also has repeatedly indicat­ 
ed that he thinks it would be all 
right to change the status of Ber­ 
lin. He calls for a “free city” and 
concedes 
the 
possibility of 
a 
change in its status. The an­ 
nounced position of the U n i t e d 
States involves no such conces­ 
sion. 
4 Sen. Edmund S. Muskie. Me., 
an influential member of the Pres­ 
ident's party in the Senate who 
recently returned from a visit to 
Berlin, has just told the press that 
the United States should consider 
the possibility of giving “de facto” 
recognition to East Germany. 


He added 
“A change in statu* 
fur Berlin should be explored, but 
in no case should we agree to a 
change which might weaken Ber* 
Im economically, militarily or po­ 
litically.” 
He said all this after conferring 
with Gen Lucius Clay, President 
Kennedy's special representative 
in West Berlin, and declared he 
reached the conclusion that both 
Gen Clay and President Kennedy 
“have no intention of sacrificing 
or compromising any vital inter­ 
est of the United States.” 
Tile West Germans themselves 
indicate that they believe West 
Berlin will wither on the vine nat­ 
urally and disintegrate from an 
economic standpoint if recognition 
is given to the East German gov­ 
ernment. 


IN ADDITION to the foregoing 
spokesmen — whose words are 
carefully read in Moscow and 
doubtless interpreted as a sign 
that Mr. Kennedy will recede at 
the proper moment — there are 
others involved in incidents re­ 
ported rn the newspapers of the 
world. 
Thus. Gen Clay had an off-the- 
record conference a few days ago 
with press representatives, a n d 
afterward stones w e r e printed 
that he, too. feels that ‘‘de facto” 
recognition of the East German 
government is inevitable. He later 
issued a statement denying that 
he had said anything which could 
lead to the belief that Americas 
position on Berlin was weakening 
Then there was a statement m 
the press over the weekend by 
Justice William 0. Douglas of the 
Supreme Court of 
the 
United 
States, who has just returned from 
a visit to Outer Mongolia. 
He urged that Outer Mongolia's 
government be immediately recog­ 
nized by the United States and 
admitted promptly to the United 
Nations 
This happens to be at variance 
with the present policy of the De­ 
partment of State and happens 
also to be something that antago­ 
nizes the Nationalist China gov­ 
ernment in Formosa on whoso 
army America relies to help de­ 
fend the Far East if another Ko­ 
rean - type war should arise there. 
Mr Douglas is known to he a 
Democrat and a friend of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. 


PITTING IT all together, t h e 
Communists 
may 
well wonder 
whether these friends of the Pres­ 
ident and fellow members of his 
party are giving hints as to future 
policy. 
Anyone who 
know’s 
anything 
about diplomatic negotiation is 
aware that it’s hard to negotiate 
if your adversary knows from the 
start that eventually you will give 
in anyway. All such comments 
naturally become news and are 
widely printed. 
But one wonders whether these 
various spokesmen realize that, 
unlike the Republicans — who 
have a natural right to criticize 
and attack, and whose views are 
discounted 
abroad — they, 
as 
members of the President’s own 
party, can by their utterances be 
construed to reflect the adminis­ 
tration's real purposes despite its 
strong phrases. 
One wonders also how much 
easier would be the task of the 
secretary’ of state, Dean Rusk, if 
he didn’t have so many kibitzers 
formulating foreign policy for him 
in the press and over the world­ 
wide radio waves.

ing the acreage diverted f r o m 
wheat in 1962 to a conserving use. 
Many producers arc making the 
additional voluntary’ acreage di­ 
version. This will help bring about 
a faster adjustment in supplies, 
provide more assurance of income 
from the 1962 wheat operation, and 
at the same time save costs of 
planting and harvesting the di­ 
verted acreage.

Army To Fire Nike Zeus 
Antimissile In Test Shot 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
Army plans to try again next 
weekend to fire its Nike Zeus 
antimissile out over the Pacific. 
The test, probably on Saturday, 
will come at a time when the 
Army is bidding anew for money 
to start limited 
production 
of 
parts for the controversial sys­ 
tem. 
Nearly a month ago, on Sept. 9. 
Army technicians made their first 
effort to shoot the Nike Zeus from 
Point Mugu, Calif. Shortly after 
the missile shot skyward it ex­ 
ploded. 
Although rebuffed repeatedly in 
the past, the Army is known to 
be seeking again to win an allo­ 
cation 
in next 
year’s defense 
budget for starting production of 
long-range items for the Zeus sys­ 
tem. 
Officials declined to say how 
much money was being sought, 
but it appeared likely the request 
might hie about $100 million. The 
Army hoped for that amount a

Q, How can I dean light felt 
hats?

In addition to production money, 
the Army is asking for about $200 
million in the 1903 fiscal year for 
further development work on the 
Zeus, the most advanced U.S. 
antimissile system. 
This 
would 
bring to about $1.4 billion the 
amount applied to Zeus research 
and development. 
Testifying before congressional 
groups earlier this year, Secre 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc 
Na mara 
spoke of “widespread 
doubts as to whether the Nike 
Zeus system should ever be de 
ployed." 
He said then that the system, 
mostly above ground, is vulnera 
We to ballistic missile attack. He 
also indicated he was not con­ 
vinced that the Zeus could work 
effectively against enemy 
mis­ 
siles screened by decoys. 
Since then, resumption of Soviet 
nuclear testing has given rise to 
speculation that the Soviets may 
be working on an antimissile sys 
tem. 
The Army hopes this develop­ 
ment. plus Soviet threats to build 
a super nuclear bomb with the 
explosive power of IOO million 
tons of TNT, may cause defense 
officials to look more favorably 
on the Zeus.
